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A STKANGE STORY. 


Two Husbands of Same Woman 
Met Here Yesterday. 


SE PA R A T E D FROM BOTH. 


The Sedaliau Tlioui^lit First Husband 
Was Dead and He Married 
the Widow. 


P. L. Budinger, of Los A n g e ­ 


les, Cal. , and G. T . Rogers, of this 


city, met for the first time yester­ 


day, and the meeting was a sor­ 


rowful one for both. 


It 
would 
seem, from 
a story 


gleaned by D e m o cr a t reporters, 


that the gentlemen are husbands of 


the same woman, or, rather, that 


the wife of one became the sup­ 


posed wife of the other 
without 


having been legally separated from 


the first. 
The stcry is told by ISIr. Rogers, 
and is substantially as follows : 
In 1S78 or 1S79 Miss Susan F. 
Cross, who was then a waitress at 
the old Garrison house, 
on 
the 
spot 
where the Missouri Pacific 
depot now stands, was married in 
Kansas C ity to P. L. Budinger, 
who had been a resident of Seda­ 
lia. T o them a daughter was born, 
Miss Lida Budinger, who resides 
with her mother at 1201 
Liberty 
street, Kansas City. 


Bu dinger and his wdfe lived 
to­ 
gether several years, 
bu t 
finally 


separated, 
Bu dinger said he gave 
his w ife money to assist in theedU' 
cation of their dau ghter. 
On the 4th of December, 
1S94, 
Mr. Rogers married 
Mrs. 
Bud­ 
inger, believing her to be a widow. 
H e was a widower 
with 
seven 
children, five of whom are 
still 
minors. 
Mrs. Budinger gave him to un­ 
derstand, in fact, told him on many 
occasions, he says, that she had 
taken the body of her former 
hus­ 
band 
back 
to Pennsylvania and 
buried it in the family 
burying 
ground. 
This, 
she said, was in 
1883 or 1884. 
He had no reason 
to doubt her word. 
Rogers and the woman lived to­ 
gether until about two years ago, 
when they separated, the wife go­ 
ing to Kansas City. 
Soon after­ 
ward she began suit for divorce in 
the 
Pettis 
county 
circuit courc, 
and for the past two years the case 
has remained on the docket, Mr. 
Rogers asserting that so far as he 
knew, 
no 
action 
having 
been 
taken in that time to bring it to 


trial. 
W hen the suit was filed Rogers 
was directed to pay his wife $25 a 
month pending settlement of the 
case. 
For two months 
he 
paid 
this, when he was told by ex-Gov. 
W illiam J. Stone and another St. 
^Louis attorney that 
he 
was not 
compelled to make the payments, 
under the law, and he ceased pay­ 


ing. 
Budinger 
is 
45 
years 
old, 
and for the past few years has 
been 
traveling 
in 
the 
interest 
of 
a 
Los 
Angeles 
wine 
com- 
pany. 
He 
left 
last 
night 
for 
Houston, Texas, without having 
outlined his course of action in the 
matter. 
He told Mr. Rogers he 
came to see his daughter, and was 
disappointed when he learned she 


was not here. 
M r. Rogers has assisted in edu- 
eating Miss Lida, and while he 
and the girl’s 
mother 
lived to- 


gether she was a member of the 
family. 
Rogers undertook to verify the 
marriage 
between Budinger and 
Miss Cross in Kansas City, but 
was told by the Jackson county of­ 
ficials tliat until 1881, when the 
present marriage law went into ef­ 
fect, no record of marriages was 
kept, and the marriage could not 
be verified.

This case is an unusual one, and 
has a history dating back to the 
6o’s. 
The story of the marriage, sep­ 
aration and the filing of D ixon’s 
suit w'as gleaned from the papers 
in t^'e case by a 
D e m o c r a t re­ 
porter yesterday afternoon. 
The petition, which was filed by 
Attorney W . (i. 
Robertson, 
of 
Springfield, NIo. , states that Dixon 
was married iu Hamilton county, 
Ohio, in 1864, and that, owing to 
alleged general indignities on the 
part of his wife, a separation fol­ 
lowed in i 8(>9. 
Dixon, so I he story goes, went 
to West 
\"irginia, 
where he 
se­ 
cured a position as superintendent 
of brick werk. 


Later on lie went to 
work on a 
steamboat, 
which made trips u[) 
and down the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers, but he soon tired of 
river 
work and went 
to Southern liii- 
nois. 
In I^»79 he received information 
to the effect that his 
wife 
was 
dead 
and, 
goh^g 
upon 
the 
theory that the report was correct, 
and that he had a perfect right to 
wed 
again, 
he 
went 
to 
Union 
county, Illinois, (this was in 1882) 
and married Miss E. Childers, his 
present wife. 
Then he removed 
with his wife to Pettis county. 
On the 28th day of last August, 
he received 
information through 
the pension department at W ash­ 
ington to the effect that his Ohio 
wife was 
living, 
and had been 
drawing a pension, as his widow, 
since 1892. 
The facts 
in the 
case having 
been learned, papers for a divorce 
suit were drawn up and filed yes­ 
terday.
